Sun Vat Sen in his rebellion against 
President Yuan Shl-K.al, and that Dr. 
Sun retired to Toklo after the revolt 
was put down, the report is credited 
ill official circles here that Hung-Hutze 
bands from South .Manchuria, led by 
.Japanese, are now marauding on the 
Shantung peninsula In the vicinity of 
Tslng-Tau, with banners inscribed 
‘'\Jjinguard of the Army Against Yuan 
Shl-Kal.” The Clilnese government 
lodged another protest with Tokylo re- 
garding the nported movement of 
Japanese troops in Shantung, and also, 
it is understood, alleging that Jap- 
unesp troops prevented Chinese troops 
from pursuing hands of brigands, near 
1 simo, in neiitrul territory north of 
Tslng-Tau. 

Clilnese government reports are 
said to confirm the newspaper ac- 
counts of an alleged agreement be- 
tween Or. Sun and Japanese agents 
for Japanese support with money, 
arms and men for another revolution. 
Numerous exociitlons in several cen- 
ters, including Peking, of emissaries 
of Dr. Sun are now taking place, the 
law in Cliina not being sufficiently ad- 
vanced to give the.se men fair trials, 
lilttlo beyond tlie denunciation of al- 
leged offenders by detectives is neces- 
sary to bring about an execution.

Frankfort. — John T, Barker, attor- 
ney general and Democratic candidate 
for governor; Jolin H. Qordon, state 
auditor, and E. J*. Deal, state trea.s- 
urer, comprising .Missouri's board of 
prison commissioners, left for New 
York after having visited the state 
peniteneiary at Frankfort. Tliey con- 
demned the contract bystein of luiior 
lu the prisons of Kenlucky and olht>r 
states, and suy iliey will ubolisli it 
when they return to .Missouri. 

They said the cellliouse at Frank- 
fort is the worst they have seen, hut 
they praised Warden Wells and the 
reforms he had instituted at Frank- 
fort. After seeing the .New York pris- 
ons the commission will visit .MsMsa- 
chusetts, Michigan and Ohio. 



Berlin, April 19. — War correspon- 
dents at the Austrian headquarters 
have taken advantage of the pause In 
the battle In the Carpathians to sum- 
marize the results of the Russian ef- 
forts to break through the mountain 
barrier, which have progressed as a 
continuous gigantic battle since the 
fall of Przemysl. 

The Russians, who hurled massed 
troops first against one and then an- 
other part of the line, succeeded In 
advancing their own line slightly in 
the depression south of Dukla pass, 
where they hold a considerable area 
of the southern slope of the moun- 
tains. They also forced the Austrians 
to straighten out the big northern 
bulge in their line east of this point, 
between Lupkow and Uzsok passes, 
where It had pushed forward well Into 
Oalicia toward Przemysl In the Feb- 
ruary operations. The rest of the 
Austro-Oerman line has not bent un- 
der the furious Russian attacks, but 
has advanced materially eastward of 
Uzsok pass. 

Puts Russ Losses at 600,00. 

Eugene Lennhoff, correspondent in 
the Carpathians for the Zeltung Am 
MIttag, estimates that the Russian 
losses In killed, wounded, sick and 
prisoners in the attempt to force a 
way through the passes Is at least 
half a million. In this connection, 
Herr Lennhoff says: 

"The strength of Russia's proud 
Carpathian army Is broken, without 
coming any nearer the goal for which 
the ' Russian leaders cast everything 
into the balance. Its losses are pro- 
digious. Bodies, lie In heaps before 
the allied lines.”

Chicago, April 19. — Hope of early 
peace In the building trades war that 
has paralyzed building operations In ' 
Chicago and has thrown out of em- > 
ployment fully 125,000 men, loomed 
large when the state board of arbitra- 
tion through Chairman Lee J. Win- 
lecke, announced its proposed plan to 
get the opposing sides together.

2— That the trouble be submitted 
to arbitration with John Metz, presi- 
dent of the Carpenters' District coun- 
cil, the president or one officer of the 
Building Construction Employers' as- 
sociation nnd one member of the state 
board as arbitrators. 

3— *Tliut the trouble be subraIttetLto 
arbitration with the employers select- 
ing one members, the carpenters an- 
other and these two to select a third 
arbitrator. 

"If none of these propositions is ac 
ceptefi," said Chairman VVlnleckl. 
"then wo will hold public hearings and 
let public sentiment force an agree- 
ment. The public is not In a mood to 
stand for turmoil in the building In 
dustry. The public does not want to 
see any trouble Just at this time." 



CLAMOR FOR BREAD GROWING. 



Verona. — Travelers from the Inte- 
rior of Austria brlnpr renorts of in- 
creasing unrest resulting from the In- 
sufficiency of tho bread allowance, 
which, although It has been increased, 
still is considered inadequate. Demon- 
strations against the war are said to 
be increasing in numbers and violence, 
especially In Vlrnnn and at points in 
Bohemia, where mobs are reported to 
have sacked storehouses in which 
were stocks of provisions for the 
army. In Trent crowds of women 
from the surrounding villages, it Is de- 
clared, held a Otnnonitratlon In front 
of the town hall, the townspeople 
Joined In the demonstration, demand- 
ing bread or peace. Troops are re- 
ported to have been summoned, but 
the burgomaster Intervened and prom- 
I feed to increase the daily allowance 
1 of bread from 21<) to 300 grams.

Bad roads and melting snow are 
hindering troop movements. The 
Dniester river Is in flood, having 
risen 12 feet. The official statement 
follows; 

"In Galicia, east of the region of 
Czernowitz our reconnoiterlng parties 
on April 14 forced their way through 
the enemy's wire barriers by a bayo- 
net charge. The Austrians were dls- 
lodged from two lines of trenches. 
During the action the enemy lost 
heavily and we captured three officers 
and 50 men. 

"In the Carpathians, regiments of 
several divisions of cavalry hate 
given up their horses for use In the 
artillery. The cavalrymen have been 
converted Into Infantrymen, but are 
handicapped lu their operations by 
the fact that there are no bayonets 
on their carbines. 

"Rains during the past few days 
have caused the snow to melt. The 
river Dniester has risen 12 feet and 
mountain streams have become tor- 
rents. 

“Activity of the enemy's aeroplanes 
have become particularly manifest in 
the regions of Ostrolenka, Novgorod 
and Cxennanoff. Hostile machines, 
flying In flotillas, throw as many as 
180 bombs upon a town or vil- 
lage In a single raid, but the dam- 
age done is inconsequential. Our 
aviators have replied, but are less ex- 
travagant In their use of ammunition 
than t))e Germans. However, we use 
bombs of higher power than the 
I enemy." 



the winter battle in the Champagne 
district, will be highly Important. The 
Russian troops, he asserts, are greatly 
exhausted, and he expresses the opin- 
ion that their offensive power prob- 
ably Is seriously crippled. 

Battle "Greatest In History,” 

The correspondent of tho Lokal An- 
lelger describes the Carpathian opera- 
tions as the greatest in history. He 
says that fully two million men alto- 
gether have been engaged in this con- 
flict. Tho battle, he continues, has 
taken a heavy toll from the Russian 
nobility, large numbers of young 
guard officers having recently been as- 
signed to this front. 

One hundred and fifty members of 
the guard were killed in an enguge- 
ment near Kosno alone. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Llsioffsky and MaJ. Gen. Mi- 
chael Kalmitzy were among the sc- 
Tsrely wounded Russian officers. The 
correspondent says that Grand Duke 
Michael, younger brother of the em- 
peror of Russia, Is understood to com- 
mand a division on this front. 

After a few spring days winter 
weather has returned over the Carpa- 
thiani. The dispatches say the Rus- 
sians teem to have suspended their of- 
fensive movements.

Farm Sanitation. 

j Farm sanitation is scarcely ap- 
preciated by the practical farmer 
unless it be presented to him from 
the dollar and cents point of view, 
^f it can be convincingly shown 
that better farm management, in 
so far as sanitary science is in- 
volved, will insure an increased 
yearly income, it will not be 
necessary to force farm sanitation 
upon the Kentucky farmer. 

While the four great diseases— 
infectious abortion, hog cholera, 
blackleg and tuberculosis— to 
which Kentucky live stock are 
quite subject, are caused by living 
germs, it may be safely said that 
their existence in a herd is large- 
ly the fault of the owner of the 
herd. Infectious abortion may 
be controlled and even eradicated 
from the premises by the intelli- 
gent use of hygienic methods. 
With the aid of one’s power of 
observation, the .liberal use of air 
slacked lime, the isolation of in- 
fected animals, and the disinfec- 
tion of the sire before and after 
service, much can be done to in- 
sure the accomplishment .of the 
desired results. 

One cannot enter upon the dis- 
cussion of the relations existing 
between financial welfare anAru- 
ral sanitation without giving some 
consideration to hog cholera. The 
writer has seen this great burden 
of the swine industry absolutely 
controlled on individual farms by 
the intelligent use of sanitary 
measures. The killing of ail sick 
animals and their disposal by 
burning, together with liberal use 
of air slaked lime, the most effici- 
ent and inexpensive disinfectant 
to be purchased, will do much to 
alleviate the financial loss which 
is being incurred year after year 
by supposedly intelligent breed- 
ers. It has been said that if the 
American farmer would evince as 
much enthusiasm over methods of 
cleanliness before he gets into 
trouble as he does over fake 
cures after the trouble has ar- 
rived, the financial condition of 
rural communities would be sever- 
al years in advance of its present 
stage, and as a result of this in- 
creased prosperity better schools 
and better roads could be had in

this office and stopped his paper 
because he said it was always 
printing a lot of things about the 
same people and he was sick of 
it. Now when something goes 
wrong with the country the gov- 
ernment appoints a commission 
to investigate and find out what 
is the matter, and the first thing 
a commission investigates is the 
man who made the holler to see 
if the holler was a reasonable 
holler. So we appointed a com- 
mission consisting of ourself to 
investigate this man. We just 
followed the man’s career ever 
since we knew him. The first 
thing that happened to that man 
was that he was born, but he had 
nothing to do with it. However, 
we mentioned him, although his 
parents were entitled to the cred- 
it. When he was in his early 
twenties he got married. We 
mentioned that, including the 
name of the bride, the preacher, 
etc., in fact we mentioned every- 
thing but the preacher’f fee, 
which was not worth mention- 
ing. We never mentioned the 
fact that he never won any pre- 
miums at the county fair, because 
he never exhibited anything. We 
never mentioned his name in the 
list of committees, because he 
never attended anything. We 
never mentioned his name in the 
list of donors, because he never 
donated as much as a doughnut. 
We certainly have been treating 
this man shamefully, but we will 
agree to run a nice obituary when 
the time comes.— Litchfield (III.)
